A FLEET FOR THE YUKON. 


Twelve River Steamers Will Journey 
t 3,000 Miles on the Sea 

Spel to the Post-Dispatch. 

SEATTLE, Wash., June 13.—The largest 
fleet of stern wheel steamers that ever went 
to sea left Seattle for St. Michdel, Alaska. 
They are the property of several prominent 
transportation companies and will operate 
on the Yukon River between St. Michaels 
and Dawson City. 

Twelve wooden river steamers rese mbling 
in almost every exterior detail a small Mis- 
Sissippi River steamer, comprise the fleet. 
The boats are exactly alike in every way 
having originally been planned for one com- 
pany. At Dutch Harbor thes river fleet 
will be enlarged by the addition of’ four 
other Yukon River steamerfs, 

The river boats will attempt to make the 
trip from Seattle to St. Michael under their 
own steam, and the way they will go makes 
the distance something more than 3000 miles. 
At least 6900 tons of cordwood as well as 
considerable coal will be necessary for the 
voyage.

Four Marines Fall by Spanish Bullets in a Skirmish 
at Guantanamo.

The bodies of the dead men were terribly mutilated by the Spaniards. The 
picket posts of Lieut. Col. R. W. Huntington’s battalion of marines, which landed 
from the transport Panther on Friday and encamped on the hill guarding the aban- 
doned cable station at the entrance to the outer harbor of Guantanamo, were at- 
tacked by Spanish guerrillas. After the pickets were driven in the firing continued 
in a desultory way for 12 hours. 

The bodies of Privates McColgan and Dunphy were found, both shot in the 
head. The large cavities caused by the bullets, which inside a range of 500 yards 
have a rotary motion, indicate that the victims were killed at close range. 

The bodies were stripped of shoes, hats and cartridge belts and horribly mutil- 
ated with machetes. When they were brought in the whole battalion formed three 
sides of a hollow square about the camp on the hilltop. 

The Spanishisquads concealed in chaparral cover had the advantage, the Amer- 


icans on the ridge furnishing fine targets against the sky and the white tents. The 
Spaniards fought from cover till midnight, discoverable only by flashes, at which 
the marines fired volleys. The repeaters sounded like crackers in a barrel. 

The -Marblehead’s launch, a Colt machine gun in her bow, pushed up the bay, 
enfilading the Spaniards, and it is thought that some were killed. 

Shortly after midnight came the main attack. The Spaniards made a charge up 
the southwest slope, but were met by repeated volleys from the main body and 
broke before they were one-third of the way up the hiii. 

It was during this assault that Assistant Surgeon Gibbs was killed. He was 
shot in the head in front of his own tent. 

The attacks were continued at intervals throughout the rest of the night, with 
firing from small squads in various directions 

Two small detachments of marines, numbering 10 men each, under command 
of Lieuts. Neville and Shaw, are missing. It is possible that they were captured. 
They were on picket duty and may turn up all right.

WHAT THE GUNS WILL DO. 

The largest of the artillery pieces that will be used by the United States Army in the 
siege of Santiago are the 5-inch breechloading siege rifie, the 7-inch siege howitzer and 
the 7-inch siege mortar. The illustrations, reproduced from photographs, show what 
these big gums look like. They are used for the purpose of attacking defenses on land, 
and are constructed to do terrible damage. They throw shells filled with high explo- 
sives, which scatter death and destruction for large areas around the place of concus- 
sion.

The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized to borrow from time to time, at a rate 
of interest not exceeding 3 per cent, such sume as in his judgment may be necessary 
to meet public expenditures, and to issue certificates of indebtedness in denomina- 
tions of $0 or some multiple of that sum. Each certificate is made payable at such 
time, not exceeding one year from the date of its issue, as the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may prescribe; 

Provided, that the amount of such certificates outstanding shall at no time exceed 
$100, 000,000. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized to borrow on the credit of the United 
States from time to time, as the proceeds may be required to defray expenditures au- 
thorized on account of the existing war (such proceeds, when received, to be used only 
for the purpose of meeting such war expenditures). the sum of $400,000,000, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, and to prepare and issue bonds of the United States in 
denominations of $20 or some multiple of that sum, redeemable !n coin at the pleasure of 
the United States after 10 years from the date of their issue, and payable 2 years from 
such date, and bearing interest payable quarterly in coin at the rate of 3 per cent per 
annum. The bonds are to be first offered at par as a popular loan. 

The conference added the following proviso: 

“That any portion of any issue of said bonds not subscribed for as above pro- 
vided may be disposed of by the Secretary of the Treasury at not less than par, 
under such regulations as he may prescribe, but no commissions shall be allowed 
or paid thereon, and a sum not exceeding one-tenth of 1 per cent of the amount of 
the bonds and certificates herein authorized is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to pay the expense of prepar- 
ing, advertising and issuing the same.”’ 

Following is the provision tn regard to the cojmage of silver bullion: 

“The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized and directed to coin into standard 
silver dollars as rapidiy as the public Interest may require, to an amount, however, 
of not less than one and one-half millions of dollars in each month, all of the silver 
buljion now in the Treasury purchased in accordance with the provisions of the act 
approved July 14, 1890, entitled: “An Act Directing the Purchase of Silver Bullion and 
the Issue of Treasury Notes’ Thereon and for Other Purposes, and sa‘d dollare, 
when #0 coined, shall be used and applied in the manner and for the purposes named 


in eald act.

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, June 13.—The Allen 
law is doomed, so far as the Republican 
State Convention will have anything to say.

GAME BECOMES AFA’. 


Noteworthy Battle in St. Louis on In- 
dependence Day, 1884. 

Fifteen thousand men and boys saw a 

game of baseball in St. Louis on the 

Fourth of July, 1884, that stands almost

Louls Browns and the old Metropolitans 
of New York. At the end of the second 
inning the score in favor of the New 
Yorkers stood 27 to 0, including nine home 
funs, and the Browns, in their sheer dis- 
st, refused to go on. 

"George McGinnis, the fattest and best 
natured pitcher of the association, was in 
the box for the Browns. He was 4 rollicking, 
happy-go-lucky sort of fellow in those days 
with a fondness for warm bourbon that ied 
him into many a conflict with “der poss 
bresident.”” McGinnis, who was nothing if 
not patriotic, insisted that it was the in- 
disputable right of every free-born Ameri- 
can citizen to get drunk on the Fourth of 
J On this occasion he began the night 
before. He managed to sober up to a degree 
by the time the game was called, how: ver, 
and when he appeared on the field only the 
members of the team suspected that he was 
not in the best condition. 

When Tom Bsterbrook came to the plate 
and faced McGinnis the latter smiled. He 
rubbed the ball once or twice to wear the 
‘new off it and fired it directly over the 
plate. Esterbrook met it with a whack that 
could be heerd two blocks away and the 
nice white ball soared gracefully over the 
left-field fence. Dave Orr knocked the sec- 
ond ball pitched through the window of a 
house that stood across the street from the

DROWNED 1N HIS 
BROTHER'S ARMS, 


Charles Musick Meets Death 
Near Venice. 


TWIN BOYS FIGHT 
TO SAVE EACH OTHER. 


GEORGE MUSICK MADE A DESPER- 
ATE EFFORT AT 
RESCUE. 


STRUGGLE IN THE SLOUGH, 
WITH A STORM RAGING. 


Panic-Stricken Witnerses of the Trag- 
edy Unable to Offer Help—Fear 
That the Remaining Twin 
May Not Survive. 


Few deaths have been so pathetic as the 
drowning of 14-year-old Charles Musick, al. 
most in the arms of his twin brother, 
George, who escaped going down to death 


Musick. George was among the sun bath- 

ers. 

Suddenly there was a great commotion in 

the water. “George! George!” cried a voice 

in smothered tones. 

; Geotge Musick sprang up like a startled 
eer, 

There was Charlies struggling wildly in 
the water. The ether swimmers were hast- 
ening to shore, only eight or ten yards dis- 
ant. 

The call was answered ere ft could be 
repeated. 

orge covered the short distance to the 
water with a bound and leaped far out 
into the water. He never swam so fast 
before. The boys on the bank who had 
not run away were transfixed by the,.scene 
that ensued. 

“I've got you, Charlie,” they heard the 
rescuer say encouragingly, as he reached 
et to grab the drowning brother by the 

air. 

The latter’s arms were beating about him 
wildly. When George’s hand came within 
reach Charlie grabbed it, and the next in- 
Stant the horrified boys on shore saw the 
brothers, locked in each other's arms, dis- 
appear beneath the surface. 

“Let go,” screamed George. 

The other's arms were about his neck. 
The struggle between the brothers lashed 
the water into foam about them, and the 
waves dashed into their faces. 

Brief as it was in duration, the awful 
av | they were witnessing was burned 
indelibly into the minds of the boys on 
the bank, Twice, they say, the twins dis- 
appeared. When their heads bobbed up 
above the water the second twin, George, 
wag free from the other's grasp. He 
grabbed at Chariie’s hair. It seemed from 
the shore that he gripped it. The head 
sank at the sacne time. 

The boys did fot see it come up any 
more. ° 

George “trod water’ as long as he 
could and waited. Nothing appeared, and 
re: water in the little pond began to quiet 

own. 

George swam to shore. His companions 
who remained were awe-strickén. The 
water running from his hair hid the tears, 
His face and neck were scratched. His 
sturdy little back was streaked with bloody 
—~ tag like those that follow a finger- 
nail. 

George climbed upon a log, which gave 


of the pond searchingly. The water was 
6mooth and Iimpid now. Nothing floated, 
save a stick here and there. 

The boy’s courage gave way to grief; he 
threw himself on the ground and moaned 
in mental agony. The brown hands that 
had struggled against death sought his hair 
and punished himself. The other boys be- 

an to cry, and none knew what to do. 

hey all ran away and presently came back 
witha fisherman. Cloudée had gathered and 
obscured the sun; the wind was shrieking 
through the trees, turning the air cold; a 
storm was brewing. ' 

George was seated on the bank, his arms 
about his legs, with his chin on his knees. 
He was gazing fixedly at a spot on the 
pond's surface; there was nothing to mark 
the place save memory. The first paroxysm 
of grief was over; George looked like a 
man who had known the sorrows of a life- 
time, 

‘“‘His hair was too short,”’ he said, quiet- 
ly. “It slipped through my fingers.”’ 


It Was cold and the fisherman suggested

by the narrowest margin while endeavor- 
ing to save Charles. 

The surviving twin is In a strange ele- 
ment. He had lived as a part of another 
being, so strong was the affinity between 
the twins, and now, when the bond is sev- 
ered, George is lost. 

Death in any form comtng to his brother 
would have broken the heart of either of 
the twins. The tragic taking off of Charles 
has left George utterly crushed with grief. 

The Musick family lives at 1403% North 
Sixteenth street. There are seven chil- 
dren, three little girls younger than the 
twins, and @ grown son and daughter. 

The twin boys have been the pride of 
the household since their birth. 

“Never did such genuine affection exist 
between brothers,” said a sister. 

Entering the world together, they had 
gone through it side by side, arm in arm, 
up to the point where death stopped them. 


From the time their mother put them on 
the floor in swaddling clothes to amuse 
themselves, George and Charlie gave evi- 
dence that the intangible something which 
links the lives of twins ‘was of unusual 
strength in their case. In features they 
were as like as two peas, and their own 
mother distinguished them in babyhood 
only by a birthmark. 
But the strongest similarity was a mental 
one. When one baby cried the other joined, 
and if either laughed he did not laugh 
alone. Whether there was an unseen bond 
or not the temperament of the twins was 
strikingly alike. Pain in _the body of one 
brought tears to the’ eyes of the other, 
pores sympathy or sympathy 

of the heart. Each epoch in the boys’ lives 
was celebrated by both at the same time 
and in the same manner. They got new 
Suits of clothés together and played marbles 
with exactly the same kind of ‘‘taw.’’ 
They began schoo) together and sat in the 
fame seat. One Was not more proficient or 
more backward than the other. 
They played together always, went to bed 
together and got up at the same time, When 
George and Charlie left school and started 
to work, a year ago, their first separation 
came, Charile secured a place in a factory 
near home, while George had to go down- 
town to get employment. To be away from 
each other & or 10 hours every day wae a 
great hardship for the twins. Their meet- 
ings at home after work were like those of 
brotfiers who have been separated for 
years, 
The oldest son of the family is a mem- 
ber of the champion Cycling Club football 
team and an athlete. The twins were 
proud of their big brother's prowess, and it 
was in emulation of hien that they took to 
all eports, especially swimming, with great 
relish. 

Last season was thelr first season in 
the water. and both became fairly accom- 
plished ag swimmers for boys of their 


age. 

Everything that one could do could be 
accomplished by both, or else it Was 
dropped. Swimming became their favorite 
summer pastime. t fireat they swam only 
at the Natatorium, whither their mother 
allowed them to go without fear of ac- 
claent befalling them. The tank, with 
guardians all about it to watch the little 
fellows and caution them against risky 
feats, was well enough for the first year, 
but when the warm days ushered the 
swimming season in, not long since, the 
twins decided they were good enough 
swimmers to take to the great river. 

Some boy tn the neighborhood came back 
from a fishing trip with glowing accounts 
of a wonderful swimmil place he had dis- 
covered. Accordingly, the lads about the 
Musicks’ home made periodical journeys to 
Venice and the twina were always of the 
party on Sunday. Yesterday half a dozen 
or more bare-footed youths stopped in front 
of the Musick home and ca to the 
twins, and

‘“‘Mother, I was not strong enough to get 
loose from his arms until it was too late,” 
he said, “and them you know our hair was 
short and it could not hold him. I would 
not kill myself, mother, but now I wish 
Charley had not let go.” 

The sisters fear the boy cannot survive 
his brother's death.

ENGLISH WAR BLOOD 
STIRRED WITHIN HIM. 


An Accountant of the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas Railway Entered 
the Army Without Notify- 
ing Family or Friends. 


F. V. B. Kirwan, an expert accountant 
in the auditing department of the Missou- 
ri, Kansas & Texas Railway Co., sud- 
denly joined forces with Uncle Sam a 
few days ago and started for Fort Me- 
Pherson, Ga., without notifying ‘his friends 
or eenployers, 

When Kirwan falled to appear for duty 
the following day, the railroad authori- 
ties ordered an investigation of his books. 
After an exhaustive examination, Chief 
Accountant George Sinclair reported the 
books all right. 

The mysterious disappearance of Ac- 
countant Kirwan attracted suspicion from 
the fact that he left unciaimed about #40 
in salary, 

Finally all conjecture was set at rest 
by the receipt of a letter from Kirwan 
notifying General Auditor Selig of his 
entrance into the army. 

Private Kirwan is 23 years old and an 
Englishman by birth. His ancestors were 
distinguished the army and 
mavy. 

Kirwan came to America two years ago 
and after a brief stay in New York City 
he came West and located in St. Louls. He 
was a good mathematician and soon pro- 
cured lucrative employment with the ralil- 
road company mentioned. 

Young Kirwan resided with his brother, 
George B. Kirwan, secretary of the Thorne 
Hunkins Lime and Cement Co., at 3891 Del- 
mar boulevard. me 

“Frank’s departure was a surprise to me, 
said Mr. Kirwan, discussing his brothers 
absence, “and I was astonished to learn that 
he had become a United States soldier. He 
wrote home to father, who ts a captain fn 
the British army, a short time ago, asking 
if he might join the American army. 

“The reply was: ‘No; if you are anxious 

for military glory come and enlist in your 
own country.’ Frank decided to remain a 
civilian. I guess, though, ina thoughtless 
moment he got the war fever and nothing 
ould hold him back. 
Coit blood counts for anything Frank will 
make a rattling good soldier. Our grand- 
father on mother’s side was Col. Robert 
Chambers, who perished in the massacre of 
British soldiers at Jugdulling pass, Afghan- 
stan, in 1830. After the English evacuated 
Bonous the Afghans pursued them and in- 
duced the British forces to surrender their 
arms and ammunition, on the assurance 
that they would be treated fairly as cap- 
tives. Of the 3000 soldiers only one escaped 
to tell of the horrible butchery. Twenty 
years afterward relatives of grandfather 
journeying through India, found a skeleton 
na cave of Jugdullug pass. Nearby wasa 
worm-eaten military sult, and the name on 
a rotted pocketbook was deciphered as Col. 
Robert Chambers. 

“Our grandfather, Richard Kirwan, won 
renown at New Orleans. He was Captain 
of the 7th Royal George Fusileens. 

“Father's second cousin led the charge of 
the famous light brigade from Balaklava 
Heighis, in 1854. 

“T have two brother8 in the army and 
probably over 100 relatives in John Bull’s 
service, so, you eee, the Kirwans are a 
family of fighters.’’

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Burial in New York City of the Remains.of 
the Former Ellen Fitzgibbons, Who 
Wore the Costliest of Gowns. 
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MRS. ELLEN FITZGIBBONS-BRYANT. 


Mrs. Ellen Fitzgibbons-Bryant, widow of 
the famous minstrel, Dan Bryant, who died 
in St. Louis last week, was buried Monday 
in New York City in the cemetery plot 
by the side of her husband. 

As Ellen Fitzgibbons she was noted as 
the most beautiful woman in St. Louis, 
and her life's story is as interesting read- 
ing as a romance. Those who remember 
her describe her as tall and graceful, with 
features that were classic in contour, Her 
hair was long and black, accentuating her 
marble-like complexion, and her eyes, al- 
mond-shaped and curtained by fine, long 
lashes, would alone have made her famous 
as a beauty. 

Her father was the first 
in St. Louis, and was himself a talented 
man, of much personal magnetism. His 
gallery and studio were the rendezvous of 
the fashionable and artistic set of St. 
Louls, and it was here, where actors, poets, 
musicians and painters met, that she first 
saw and was subsequently wooed and won 
by Dan Bryant. 

After the wedding Mr. and Mrs. Bryant 
went to New York to reside. They had a

home on Fifth avenue, and Mrs. Bryant 
Was soon recognized as not only the pret- 
tiest woman in the city, but the one whose 
gowns were the handsomest and whose jew- 
els were among the costliest. A lace over- 
dress which was in her wardrobe {s sal 
to have once belonged to the Empress Jose- 
phine and cost originally $3000, 

Mrs. Fitzgibbons-Bryant was a convert 
to Catholicism, and notwithstandin her 
gay disposition was always deeply religious. 
Dan Bryant was extravagant in his tastes 
and generous in gratifying them and those 
of his wife. When he died suddenly, of 
pneumonia, ‘his widow found herself with- 
out anything but her magnificent personal 
effects. The theatrical profession, with Its 
proverbial generosity, raised a fund of $30,- 
000 for the wife and children. 

The children were educated fn promiment 
colleges and convents. Marie Pilorence, who 
was a goddaughter of the late William J. 
Florence, the actor, married James B, Reilly 
of Pennsylvania. Nellie, her mother’s name- 
sake, was for some years a member of 
Mrs. James Brown Potter’s company,but_re- 
tired from the stage at her marriage; Jerrie 
is superintendent of the public schools at 
Yonkers, N. Y.; Dan became a newspaper 
reporter, and Tessie, the youngest child, 
lives with her sister, Mrs. Reilly.

Saloon Keepers Laying In a Supply in 
Advance of the War Tax.

Immediately upon the signing of the tax 
bill by the President the price on beer will 
advance $1 on the barrel and proportion- 
ately on bottled beer. 

Barrel beer will spoil if kept over three 
or four days during the hot weather, un- 
less constantly kept on ice. To k a 
number of barrels on ice longer costs 
than the tax and the retailers have little 
chance to get ahead by buying it. 

Bottled beer will keep indefinitely, ne
